Water  Supply. 

The  Parish  of  Bisley  is  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the 
Woking  and  District  ^«ater  Company,  and  the  Parishes  of  Chobham 
and  Windlesham  are  within  the  area  of  supply  of  the  South  West 
Suburban  'Water  Company. 

Samples  from  these  parishes  are  taken  regularly  and 
examined  for  purity  at  the  PuDlic  Health  Laboratory  at  Guildford. 

There  has  been  a reduction  in  the  Parish  of  Chobham  of 
properties  served  by  shallow  wells.  There  is  always  a risk 
attached  to  these  wells  when  there  are  adjacent  cesspools  and 
it  is  gratifying  to  know  that  so  many  residents  have  taken 
advantage  of  a main  water  supply. 

Fifteen  bacteriological  examinations  were  made  of  thirteen 
shallov;  wells  serving  fourteen  properties  during  the  year  and 
in  eleven  cases  the  water  was  unsatisfactory.  Six  of  the 
properties  concerned  v/ere  subsequently  connected  to  the  Company's 
mains  and  five  cases  were  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  In  addition,  three  properties  were  connected  to  main 
supplies  on  notices  served  in  1952.  The  five  premises  under 
consideraclon  at  the  end  of  the  year  are  not  on  an  existing 
main  but  the  Co’oncil  are  considering  the  extension  of  the  main 
to  serve  these  premises. 

During  1953  there  were  no  main  extensions  in  the  parish 
of  Chobham  but  thirty-one  houses  v;ere  connected  to  the  main 
supply.  One  hundred  and  forty-seven  yards  of  4*’  main  were  laid 
in  the  parish  of  Windlesham  and  forty-seven  houses  connected 
to  the  main  supply.  Then  v/ere  no  main  extensions  in  the  parish 
of  Bisley.

Several  approaches  were  made  to  the  Ministry  during  the 
year  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  authority  was  given  to  proceed 
with  the  v/hole  scheme  of  main  drainage  for  Chobham  and  Bisley 
as  originally  put  forward  at  the  Public  Inquiry  held  in 
October,  1950.  Detailed  plans  for  the  sewerage  of  Chobham, 
Burrow  Hill,  West  End  and  Bisley  are  now  in  the  course  of 
preparation  and  v/ill  be  submitted  to  the  Minister  during 
this  year. 
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Wlndlesham. 

The  County  gave  detailed  consideration  to  a report 
prepared  by  the  Surveyor,  after  consultation  with  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector,  setting  out 
recommendations  for  works  of  renewal,  improvement  and  extension 
to  the  existing  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  installation  in 
the  parish  of  Wlndlesham, 

The  Council  reached  the  following  conclusions : - 

(a)  That  attention  must  be  given  with  the  least  possible 
delay  to  the  existing  system  of  compressor  station  and 
ejector  sites  in  New  Road,  Broadway  Road  and  Guilford  Road 
and  that  in  this  connection,  suitable  sites  should  be  obtains 
as  near  to  the  present  ejectors  as  possible  on  which  pump 
houses  could  be  erected  and  appropriate  machinery  Installed 
to  ensure  the  efficiency  of  the  system  under  all  conditions. 

(b)  That  Improvement  and  enlargement  of  the  disposal  works 
at  Llghtwater  were  also  urgent  and  that  this  work  should  Include 
provision  for  dealing  with  the  additional  volume  of  sewage 
which  would  have  to  be  handled  when  sewer  extensions  were 
carried  out. 

(c)  That  extensions  of  sewers  in  the  following  areas  would 
be  called  for  in  the  near  future

Ambleside  Road  « 

Guildford  Road,  Llghtwater  (south  of  Llghtwater  Road) 

Highview  Road 
Curley  Hill  Road 
Westwood  Road 
Hatton  Hill 

and  that,  in  view  of  the  extent  to  which  house  development 
had  proceeded  in  the  area  of  Macdonald  and  Ambleside  Roads, 
and  the  likelihood  of  further  development  in  that  area,  a 
suitable  scheme  should  now  be  prepared  for  submission  to  the 
Minister  with  a view  to  the  work  being  carried  out  as  soon  as 
possible .

Cesspool  and  Earth  Closet  Cleansing. 

The  Council  have  tv/o  Dennis  Cesspool  emptiers  which  were 
purchased  by  the  parish  of  Wlndlesham  to  deal  with  the  ^alnage 
of  such  houses  not  on  the  line  of  the  sewers.  A special  we 
scavenging  rate  is  levied  on  the  parish  for  this  service. 

During  the  year  five  hundred  and  forty-three  cesspools  were 
emptied  in  the  parish. 
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The  contents  of  cesspools  are  tipped,  v/hen  possible,  on 
to  farm  land,  but  In  very  wet  weather  it  is  necessary  to  dis- 
charge this  into  the  main  sewers  at  specified  manholes, 
where  flushing  chambers  ensure  that  the  sewage  is  diluted  at 
once.  Sludge  from  the  cesspools  is  niixed  with  ashes  and 
disposed  of  at  the  Depot. 

Chobham  and  Bis ley. 

The  Council  has  not  undertaken  the  cleansing  of  cesspools 
and  earth  closets  in  the  parishes  of  Bisley  and  Chobham,  and 
there  is  no  rate  levied  for  this  purpose.  Arrangements  can 
be  made  with  the  parish  of  ’kindles ham  for  cesspools  to  be 
emptied  upon  payment.  One  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirty-two 
cesspools  were  emptied  in  these  two  parishes  during  the  year.

Milk  Supply. 

Under  the  iMilk  and  Dairies  Regulations  of  1949  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture  is  now  responsible  for  the  super- 
vision of  milk  production  and  the  bacterial  cleanliness  of 
milk  produced  on  the  farm.  The  Local  Authority  is  now  only 
concerned  and  responsible  for  conditions  of  distribution 
to  the  consumer.  It  is  felt  that  only  tne  closest  liaison 
and  interchange  of  information  between  the  Inspectors  of 
the  Ministry  and  the  Local  Authority  can  hope  to  equal  the 
valuable  results  achieved  in  the  past  by  the  Officers  of 
the  Local  Authority  with  their  experience  and  personal  and 
local  knowledge  of  conditions. 

If  there  is  any  suspicion  of  infectious  disease  being 
carried  by  the  milk  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  still 
the  right  to  visit  the  farm  and  submit  any  specimens  o-f  human 
or  animal  origin,  including  the  milk  itself,  for  examination 
for  pathogenic  orgaxiisms. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  authorised  towards  the 
end  of  1951  to  take  samples  of  untreated  milk  and  have 
them  tested  biologically  for  tuberculosis.  This  is  a very 
necessary  preventive  measure  when  all  milk  is  not  pastourised 
and  so  rendered  safe.  Gases  of  non-pulmonary  tuberculosis  do 
occur,  particularly  in  children, and  suspicion  with  regard  to 
tne  milk  supply  arises  in  these  cases.  Tv/elve  samples  were 
biologically  examined,  witn  no  positive  results.
